W hat was the h ottest May 22 in 
history in m any cities was followed 
by a May 24 th at broke m ost cold 
records for th at date. 
In Illinois, 
which rep orted the hot sp ot of the 
nation on Satu rday , one death from 
ex p osu re to the cold occu rred y es­ 
terday . 
Amazing contrasts 
in 
tem p era­ 
tu re were recorded in m ost states 
east of the Mississip p i, where Ju ly 
heat was abru p tly su p p lanted by 
snow, hail or icy rain. 
Coldest M ay 24 in Record. 
Chicago, which sw eltered Satu r­ 
day while the 
m ercu ry 
hov ered 
arou nd 9 4, y esterday ex p erienced 
the coldest May 24 on record. The 
tem p eratu re sank to 37 , to the ac­ 
com p anim ent of snow flu rries. 
Satu rday was the w arm est May 
23 in New York in 56 y ears, with 
a max imu m of 9 2. 
Following two day s 
of 
stifling 
heat, W ashington shiv ered today 
with the m ercu ry at 40. 
T he heat wav e was broken y es­ 
terday , 
when 
the 
tem p eratu re 
tu mbled from 9 0 to 50 degrees in 
a few hou rs.

0. S. JOINS IN 
SECURITY PHOT

p osals, which will be m ade on be­ 
half of the allies soon. 
The tex t of tihe rep ly , av ailable 
ex clu siv ely to the United Press to­ 
day , m akes it clear that the p act 
cou ld not su p p lant the Versailles 
treaty and that 
Germany 
mu st 
come into the Leagu e of N ations if 
she w ants su ch a gu arantee treaty . 
In other words, France’s answer 
is

dou ble-riv etted

“trick s” in her recent safety p act 
p roffer. 
Belgium M ust Be Party 
The rep ly m akes it clear 
Bel­ 
giu m m u st be a p arty , thou gh Ger­ 
many did not sp ecifically inclu de 
Belgiu m as a p arty intended in 
the Rhine 
region. 
Fu rther,

holds the Versailles p rov isions for 
Rhineland occu p ation shall rem ain 
in fu ll force.

B e (act that tha conservation committees of the 
Orang e Countv Farm Bureau and! the Assoc,ated 
Chambers of Commerce of Orang e County * > » « ■ £ 
pealed to the supervisors for funds wi.h whichi to 
g ather data concerning the water flow of the _ 
luan and Trabtico creeks is sig nificant ot the deep 
interest that is felt all over Orang e county in water 
conservation. 
It is sig nificant, too. ot the g rowing 
importance of tire San J uan Capistrano section 
The first irrig ation done in what is now Orang e 
county was done from the San J uan creek by the 
mission padres a century and a half ag o. 
Ditches 
used by the mission follow, in location, very close.y 
the ditches used by modern irrig ationists 
Here and 
there parts of the ancient ditches are found. 
A crude, 
but lasting , covered ditch was made with limestone 
walls and 'slate slabs for covering . 
B ec a u se bv far the g reater portion oi the course 
of each of these creeks lies throug h the O'Neill pas­ 
tures, none of the water being taken out for irrig a­ 
tion purposes, there has always been ample^ water 
for the needs of the orchards in the lower portions of 
the two creeks, which join just below San J uan Cap­ 
istrano. 
B u t the orchard area in the mission valley 
is g rowing , and it is destined to keep on g rowing , 
and the demand for water for irrig ation and domestic 
uses will increase. 
It may be five, ten or fifteen or more years before 
the need for damming of the creeks will be so press­ 
ing that reservoirs will be established. 
When that 
time comes data g athered concerning the flow of the 
creeks during both wet and dry years will be of im­ 
mense value. 
This data would be used to determine 
the heig ht of the dam. 
It would be the factor in set­ 
tling the question of whether a reservoir would be 
larg e or small. 
San J uan Capistrano cannot long afford to delay

In a country whose gov ernment 
is 
theoretically 
responsiv e to public opinion, the form ation and ex ­ 
pression of this opinion are obv iously of the high­ 
est importance. 
“Education" of public opinion is 
not enough. 
Ex pression must follow. 
In putting 
the emphasis upon this point. Chief Justice Taft, 
in his address at the dedication of a new headq uar­ 
ters building for the national cham ber of commerce, 
put his finger upon the greatest single need in our 
country 
today. 
We need not only an educated, well- 
informed public opinion, but an activ e public inter­ 
est in affairs. 
Our greatest foe 
is 
inertia. 
Our 
greatest hope lies in the building up of public ini­ 
tiativ e. 
In general, there arc two beliefs which m inister j 
to inertia and impede initiativ e. 
One is the belief j 
that indiv idual interest and ex pression 
are 
futile. | 
The other is the assumption that they are unneces­ 
sary. 
The first of these attitudes is caused largely 
by the secret manipulation of partisan politics, and 
the second is a by-product of American prosperity. 
There are many aspects of our national life today j 
that tend to strengthen these two assum ptions, and j 
the building up of an intelligent and activ e public 
opinion will not begin, until, through the efforts of 
enlightened indiv iduals, some of these hampering 
conditions are changed. 
The indifference 
born 
of 
prosperity 
can 
be 
fought by just such an organization as the national 
cham ber of commerce, if actuated by such an ideal 
as Chief Justice Taft has named. 
It its leaders 
choose, the national chamber can shift the emphasis 
from the business of acq uiring wealth and leisure, to 
the art of distributing and using these blessings. 
There, perhaps is a problem central to the whole 
ideal of an effectiv e public opinion. 
A democracy 
possessing wealth and leisure, fairly distributed and 
intelligently used, would v ery 
soon 
produce 
the 
leader to emancipate it from intriguing, dollar-m*d, 
partisan politics. 
It is lik ely that—it 
Indeed 
the 
problem is ev er solv ed—it will be solv ed by means 
of this approach. 
This country is mov ed much 
more largely by economic considerations that by 
political ones. 
If the organizations 
prom inent 
in 
economic affairs can grasp and further this ideal 
of an effectiv e public opinion, the cause for which 
the chief justice spok e will certainly be won.

v alue in calories. 
You will remember that in the fuel foods consist­ 
ing of starch, fat and sugar, fat is also second.

•Some people are real enemies of fat. 
Yet fat as 
a food, not as surplus, non-work ing tissue, is abso- j
